The first of these
ovens may be In operation within six
months, The yield per ton of coal will

at leasl 10 per cont, more coke, than

pked in bee-hive ovent at a con-
siderably redueed cost of labor, Thae
coke is pushed out by machinery, Abont
80 pounds of tar, 20 pounds of sul-
phate of ammonia and 8,000 to 4,000
cuble feet of surplus gases, not required
to maintain the coking process, will be
yielded per ton of cosl coked. The
surplos gases might be utilized for
raising steum, lighting, domestio use
or for manufacturisg purposes, The
waste heat and gases of the ovens,
whish enter the chimuney with 420 de-
groes of heat, might also be unsed for
ralsing steam for running the aoke
plant.

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ALMOST OUT OF THE WORLD, .
Tho Swaselans, » Tu People Living
in the Hoast'of the Cuucasas,
Befors the Anghwppological soclety of
a mamber, Dr. Olderogge,
read an | paper on the resulis of
his explorations inthe heart of Cancasia
He had penstrated whers few explovers
had been before. He came to Bwaneta,
a long but parrow valley at the foot
of the Elburz mewntain, through which
the river Ingoora winds, For most of the
year Swaneta s isolsted entively from the
world, and even in the summer season the
mountain passes leading to the locality are
made extremely dangerons by water cur-

rents, avalanches and falling rocks.

There is o strange semi-savage people in
the valley numbering about 9,000 familles.
They subsist on their chass for wild ani-
mals, of which there is an abundance in
the mountalns, and in the mild season of
the year plant just as much grain aa s re-
quired for their immedinte nocessity. Every
unow apd then n Swanetan will wander
awny from his ssoluded home into i more
civilized neighbovhood to sell a few hides
and to get in exehange afew things that
he misses in his native valley, such as
cloth, cotton fabries and some articles of
apparel.

DBut this ho does very seldom and with
great unwillingness, for his nesds are few
and his native valley has made him love
golation. They speik a dinlect the princi-
pal element of which Is corrupt Georgisn,
with Persian and Kirguese terms of speech
strongly intermixed. They are of a pacitie
notnre and extromely shy of straogers,
Dr, Olderogge introduced himself to them
na n hawlker, and, trying to trade with
them, drew them into conversation and
made his studies and observations,

The dress and manner of living of the
Swanetans present a striking contrast to
the dwellings they oceupy. They cover
their bodies with hides in the winter and
go nbout hinlf naked in the warm geason of
the year; of oleatiliness and comfors they
know pothing, and there are no Juxiirics
smong them,  But they live in anclent
casties of mugnificont constroction, though
more than half roined. There Is quite o
pumber of such castles in the mountains
thut eneirele the Swanctan valley. The
Swanetans bavea sort ol writing, and their
folk Iore ks vich in carlous triditions and
quaint legends, pointing to & time when
their intercourse with the world was more
frequent than at present. and when they
ranked among the strong and civilized
peoples of the region,

But all this Is dying ont with them.
They worship four divinities and sacrifice
auimals unto them, Their conceptions of
those deities nre strikingly sogeestive of
corrupted nations of the Trinity and the
Virgin, and indieate that they wiere once
Cliristinns, but lapsed into heathenism -
fore Christinnity took deep root nmong
them,  They wre strangers to all that we
neeept as =ocinl morality. There is u ter-
rible percentnge among them of lunaties,
idiots, creting, eplleptics, and those
stricken with cognate, physieal and very-
ous disenses,

The physical deformities of the Swane
tans are commensuente with their moral
deterforation, and show that they must
have lived ns they live now for many gon-
erations, Their heads are flattened at the
back and sabonormally elongated in the
temples; they nre marked with strong
progoatism and with diasthem of both the
upper and lower. teeth, As a consequence
of cretinism, which is prevalent among
them, nearly all the Swanetans have
goitres, which begin to develop at a very
early age.—New York Sun.

Preferred Captivity.

Our pet goldfineh, baving escaped from
his cage, flew into a tall allanthus tree in
the back yard. 'There he sat, singing lls
sweetest and rejoicing in his unexpected
freedom. We brought out his gilded cage
and set it on the top of a tall stepladder,
leaving the door open, and jnst inside a
cup of tempting hempseed, For two hours
he seorned to look at it, though he often
fixed his bright little eyes on us when we
enlled him, and answered with a cheery,
definnt “witzah!”

for the solld comforts of civilization.—
